MERICANS like to think of their country 


a? the high water mark of civilization. We 


pet that way by noting that we have the highest 
building?, the most miles of railroad, the big- 
gest wheat fields, the biggest stockyards, the 
rro?t automobiles, the largest iron mines, the 
most millionaires, etc. These things however, 
are not civilization in themselves. Xor are they 
Anything of which we have a particular right 
to'be proud. They came to us through good 
luck more than anything else. We had the luck 
to establish ourselves in a new, untouched coun- 
trv iust when the mind of man was beginning 
to" make its greatest conquests of nature. Autn- 
v,obile?. railroads, stockyards and huge wealth 
v.-ere the inescapable result of tapping un- 
bounded natural resources in a public domain 
in which every one willing to work could go 
in and take as much as he could dig out ami 
Yarry away. Other countries are behind us in 
material things first because they haven',t the 
r.ev.' materials to be developed, and second be- 
cause that v.-hich they have was largely pre- 
empted and withhold from exploitation by a 
focial organization which was fixed in its mold 
jreneranons before America was discovered. We 
are lucky. 


Let us not confuse our luck with civilization. 


Civilization is a state of intelligence in which 
thinking sets limits on individual action for 
the common good, in which the necessity of 
pelf restraint and law is not only enforced 
but accepted and recognized as useful and ne- 
cessary. No one looking over our daily news- 
papers can deny that we fall short of complete 
civilization. A large part of our country is 
about half-civilized in all but the material ele- 
ments. In a civilized country it would not be 
necessary to call out the militia to protect cit- 
izens from mobs of floggers and kidnapers. In 
a civilized country it would not be necessary 
for the head of a school to call upon the gov- 
ernor for machine guns to protect the students 
from raids by m oilmen. There would be no 
lynch ings. 
• We have the forms of law which are neces- 
sary to civilization. But the arm of the law is 
too weak to vindicate itself and protect citizens. 
It is too weak because there are too many un- 
civilized people who do not realize the funda- 
mental quality of the supremacy of law. ' 


Game to the End 


T EADVILLE, Colo., is not a large city. Nor is 
^ 
it a growing one. Twenty years ago it had 


13,000 people. Ten years ago it had eight thou- 
sand. The last census showed it with less than 
5,000 citizens. The mines that gave it its name 
are petering out, and Leadville is dying with 
them. Nevertheless it is a good town. Just re- 
cently it gave the United States the highest air 
field in the Rockies by buying-forty acres and 
levelling it off. It must have cost a pretty penny, 
and pretty pennies are not easy to find in a 
town that is shrinking as Leadville is. In La 
Crosse we had an airfield given us, but turned 


] it back to the giver because we were unwilling 


to assume the expense of keeping it up. Lead- 
ville has something in the way of spirit, dying 
as she is, that this vigorous and sound com- 
munity seems to lack. Leadville is dying of 
natural causes, but fighting to the last. Here's 
hoping her mines come back or something new 
develops to give her a fresh lease of life. We 
hope that many aviators will make her mile- 
high field a port of call. For Leadville is game.

Eavesdropping 


TEN often wonder what women talk about 


when they're alone. We presume women 


have a reciprocal curiosity. Henry T. Moore de- 
cided to make a scientific investigation of "sex 
differences in conversation." He tells about it 
in the Journal of Abnormal Psychology. Every 
evening for several weeks Moore walked up and 
down the night-life district of Broadway in 
Xew York, listening to the talk between men, 
between women, between mixed groups. He dis- 
covered that, out of every 100 women convers- 
ing with women, 44 were discussing persons of 
the opposite sex, men. Twenty-three talked 
about clothing, building and interior decora- 
tions. Sixteen discussed persons of their same 
sex. Where a woman was talking to*a man, in 
22 cases out of 100 the conversation was about 
men and the same number about money and 
business. These were the leading topics. 


In -.he case of a man talking to a women, the 


talk in 25 of 100 cases concerned amusement. 
Record-choice topic was money and business, 
22. Whf-re men were with men, no women pres- 
ent, the talk in 4R out of 100 cases had to do 
with money and business. Amusement ranked 
second, 14 out of 100. Third came persons of 
the same sex, 13 cases. And only 8 out of 100 
conversations were about women. According to 
-Moore's eavesdropping, money and business 
dominate nearly half of the conversations be- 
tween men, while nearly half of the talk ot 
woman-to-woman deals with men.
